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PREFACE 

This  report  estimates  the  number  of  days'  supply  of  food  and  nonconcentrated  beverages  in 
retail  food  stores  in  continental  United  States,  Data  presented  in  Marketing  Research  Report 
No.  286,  "Number  of  Days' Supply  of  Food  and  Beverages  in  Retail  Food  Stores,"  November  1958, 
have  been  updated  to  reflect  changes  in  population,  and  revised  to  meet  lower  daily  caloric  and 
fluid  ounce  requirements  than  specified  in  the  original  report.  Also,  total  supply  data  have  been 
reclassified  on  a  more  comprehensive  regional  basis. 

The  Supplement  to  Marketing  Research  Report  No.  286,  "inventory  of  Food  Products  and 
Beverages  in  Retail  Food  Stores,'     published  in  April  1960,  is  not  being  revised. 

Funds  for  the  revision  were  provided  by  the  Office  of  Civil  Defense,  Department  of  Defense. 
Data  were  collected  and  tabulated  by  personnel  of  the  Bureau  of  the  Census. 

This  report  was  revised  under  the  general  direction  of  Peter  L„  Henderson  and  William  S. 
Hoofnagle.   Kenneth  J.  McCallister  aided  in  establishing  procedures  for  automatic  data  processing. 


This  report  was  originally  issued  in  November  1958  by  the  Agricultural 
Marketing  Service  as  Marketing  Research  Report  No.  286.

BACKGROUND  AND  PROCEDURE 

In  early  1962  the  Office  of  Civil  Defense  requested  that  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  revise  estimates  of  food  and  beverage  inventories  in  retail  food  stores 
to  provide  more  timely,  realistic,  and  usable  information  for  civil  defense  planning,, 
Estimates  were  to  be  made  in  accord  with  the  I960  Census  of  Population, 

Food  and  beverage  stocks  were  to  be  measured  in  respect  to  their  feeding 
capabilities  under  emergency  conditions,,  Daily  requirements  of  2,000  calories  of 
food  and  32  ounces  of  liquids  per  person  were  specified.  These  specifications  are 
somewhat  lower  than  those  used  in  the  earlier  edition  of  this  report,  issued  November 
1958,  where  daily  requirements  were  given  as  3,000  calories  for  food  and  56  ounces 
for  fluidso  The  new  and  lower  specifications  used  in  this  report  are  believed  to  be 
more  realistic  short=term  levels  of  food  and  beverage  consumption  in  an  emergency. 
In  addition,  it  was  requested  that  inventory  data  be  tabulated  for  each  of  eight  civil 
defense  regions  so  as  to  permit  more  realistic  planning  of  emergency  feeding  pro  = 
grams  on  a  regional  basis» 

Details  of  methodology,  covered  fully  in  the  original  report  are  not  repeated 
here.  The  basic  data  were  obtained  in  the  spring  of  1957  from  a  national  sample 
of  about  7,000  stores  engaged  primarily  in  selling  food  for  off-premise  consumption, 
The  number  of  retailers  selected  to  report  inventories  of  any  one  food  commodity 
was  in  direct  proportion  to  the  estimated  importance  of  that  commodity  in  total 
retail  food  sales. 

Inventory  practices  of  food  retailers  do  not  appear  to  have  changed  materially 
since  the  survey  in  1957,  This  permitted  a  direct  revision  of  food  and  fluid  inven- 
tory estimates.  Estimates  were  computed  by  multiplying  population  figures  by  per 
capita  inventory  factors  previously  determined.  The  specific  caloric  requirement 
figure  was  divided  into  total  calories  available  per  person  to  obtain  estimates  of 
days  supply  on  hand,  Nonconcent rated  beverage  estimates,  excluding  alcoholic 
liquors,  were  obtained  similarly. 

Canned  and  bottled  liquids,  counted  in  fluid  ounces  under  nonconcentrated  fluids, 
also  were  counted  in  terms  of  calories  under  food  inventories.  Liquids  include  milk, 
soft  drinks,  juices,  beer,  and  wine. 

The  I960  Census  of  Population  figures  changed  the  density  groups  in  which  some 
counties    and    independent    cities    were    included.       The   density  group  are  defined  as: 

1,  Density   Group   A--Includes    counties    and   independent    cities  in  the  25  largest 

standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas, 

2,  Density    Group    B=  =  Includes    counties    and   independent    cities   with  population 

of    100,000    or    greater    except    those    included    in  Density 
Group  A, 

3,  Density   Group   C--Includes    counties    and   independent    cities   with  populations 

less  than  100,000  except  those  included  in  Density  Group  A. 


RESULTS 

There  is  a  15.5  days'  supply  of  food  in  inventories  of  retail  food  stores  for  each 
person  in  continental  United  States  (tables  1  and  3),  The  supply  ranges  from  14.5  days 
in  Region  III  to  19.4  days  in  Region  VIII  (fig„  1). 

Slightly  more  than  four-fifths  of  the  food  supply  at  retail  can  be  stored  for 
relatively  long  periods  without  special  handling  (table  2).  This  accounts  for  almost 
13  of  the  15.5  days  available  supply,  and  consists  of  canned  and  bottled  items,  and 
other  which  includes  primarily  dried  and  packaged  products  such  as  cereals, 
flour,  and  sugar  (table  1).  Almost  2.5  days'  supply  of  food  is  in  fresh  form  and  0.2 
days'   supply  in  frozen  form. 

Inventories  of  food  in  counties  of  low  population  density  are  slightly  greater  per 
capita  than  inventories  of  counties  in  Density  Groups  A  and  B  (tables  3  and  4).  Bev- 
erage stocks  also  are  greater  in  low  density  areas. 

Caloric  values  of  fluids  are  included  under  food  inventories  and  counted  also  as 
fluid  ounces  under  none oncent rated  liquids.  There  is  a  3.4  days'  supply  of  noncon- 
centrated  fluids  in  retail  food  stores.  Fluids  include  beverages  substitutable  for 
drinking  water,  i.e.,  milk,  soft  drinks,  single- strength  fruit  and  vegetable  juices, 
wine,  and  beer  (table  3),
